PRANZINI BEHEADED, 


THE PARISIAN MURDERER’S DESPERATE 
STRUGGLE ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


Who Overpower Him—Bound on the 
Guillotine—A Moment of Horrible Sus- 
pense— Vast Throngs Around the Scaffold 
All Night BRewling and Singing—Pran- 
zini’s Crime and Career. 


Paris, August 31.—Pranzini, the murderer of 
Mme. Regnault, her maid and her maid’s 
ebild, was guiliotined at5 o’clock this morn- 
ing. He madeno confession. Vast crowds 
waited about the piace of execution during the 
whole of the night, and kept up a constant 
howling and yelling. The din was horrible. 
Whenthe chaplain who was to officiate at the 
execution, arrived at 4:30 a. m., the mass of 
people was so great that he was almost pro 
vented from reaching the gate of the prison. 


Pranzini marched from his cell to the scaffoid

When the executioners seized him, the mur- 
derer resisted and fought desperately, de- 
manding that they let Lim alone. The execn- 
tioners overpowered him and threw him upon 
the machine and in an instant had him se- 
curely bound. Immediately the terrible knife 
was started. It descended with horrible 
slowness at first, but then its movement 
quickened and the head of the murderer rolled 
into the basket. The mob outside became 
very disorderly during the progress of the 
execution. 

PRANZINI'S LAST HOURS. 
Pranzini was awakened out of & sound sleep 
at 4:45 o'clock by the jallers. Father Beau- 
quesne, chaplain of La Roquette, entered the 
prisoner’s cell and exhorted him to be 
courageous. Pranzini replied that he had no 
fear, but regretted that the only favor he 
had asked—that of permission to see 
bis mother—had.been refused. He reiterated 
his profession of innocence and refused to 
make a nfession to the priest, say- 
ing: Father, do your duty; will do mine. 
Whilst being dressed forthe block, Pranzini 
declared he was glad that his life was to be 
taken, as he preferred death to 
penal servitude for life. He reproached 
Chief of Police Taylor for having calied, as 
Pranzini alleged. false witnesses against him 
during his trial. When he had been 
conducted to the scaffold, he appeared 
to be quite calm, and displayed considerable 
assurance. He kissed the crucifix presented 
to him by the priest when the 
latter proffered the farewell embrace. 
Pranzini was at this momentsklllfully grasped 
and suddenly thrown upon the guillotine. 
Its great knife feil and the mur- 
derer’s head was severed from his body. 
The bead was at once placed in a wagon and 
carried ata gallop to Ivey Cemetery, where it 
was buried, after the reguiar funeral 
ceremony had been performed over it. 
The Faculty of Medicine claimed the body, 
and it was surrendcred to them.

The Carondelet Gaslight Company Pays no 
‘> Attention te the Namerous Complaints 
From Citizens and Warnings From the 
City Officers—-A New Poller Adopted— 
Why the Delegates Tried to Beat the 
Water-Works Extension Bill—Mynicipal 
Matters, 


For weeks the residents of Carondelet have 
groped about in almost total darkness. At 
odd places about the burg dim, ghostly lights 
flickered through dirt-stained glass, behind 
which they seemed to have sought refuge from 
the terrors of the surrounding gloom. With 
the break of day. when it was safe to venture 
out upon the streets, the denizens sought the 
police, the street officers and the gas company 
to beg protection from another such night. 
The citizens implored the gas company to give 
them light. The police and street department 
officers ordered it for their neighbors and 
begged it for themselves, but orders and 
prayers were unavailing. Night after night 
darkness settled down on the South End with 
a composure that feared no disiodgement. 
With the set of sun the inhabitants 
sought refuge in their abodes, and making 
fasttheir portals remained housed until the 
sun peered over the Illinois biuffg and dissi- 
pated the darkness. Carondelet was without 
question the worst lighted town in the coun- 
try. Numerous complaints have been made, 
butno attention was paid to them. Mayor 
Francis was appealed to, and he called 
the attention of President Lionberger to 
the fact gthat his company di not 
comply with the terms of the con- 
tract between the — and the company. 
The municipal officers did not pretend to in- 
terfere on the ground that the company was 
furnishing poor gas to its private consumers. 
They have at last lost patience with the com- 
pany, as the following letter from the Mayor’s 
office wiil explain: 

Gen. John . Turner, 8 Commissioner : 

Sir—lam in receipt of three communica- 
tions from you, written by J. L. Hornsby, 
Thos, J, Cal weil, gas inspector, and Hen 
Thien, superintendent of street service, Firs 
District, in regard to the gas furnished by the 


Carondelet aslight Company. I return 
same to you herewith, to be pre- 
served in your office as evidence, 


I see no occasion for my communicating fur- 
ther with the Carondelet Gaslight Company 
in regard to service rendered by it. On Janu- 
ary 15, 1837, after calling the attention of the 
company to a resolution passed in the House 
of Delegates requesting me to act as soon as 
ssibie and compel said company to furnish 
etter gas, I wrote to its President as follows: 

‘*You are hereby notified to take immediate 
steps to improve tne gas furnished by your 
— pe of or the city will promptly avail 
itself of whatever — it may have.’ 

It appears from the evidence submitted to 
me in the communications returned herewith 
that the Carondelet Gaslight Company has 
paid no attention to the complaints of the 
citizens ot Carondelet, nor to those of 
your department, emphasized as they 
were by the above- quoted warning. 
You will therefore make a reduction of 2 per 
centfrom the August bills of that company 
for street lighting, and if better service is 
not rendered during the month of September 
you will increase the reduction to 50 per cent. 

ou will then please inform me of the service 
rendered by said company, and if it is not 
materially improved I shall take prompt 123 
to annul the contract existing between the 
company and the city. 

DavVID R. FRANCIS, Mayor.

to about $2,000, so that for August the fine will 
amount to $500. 

Street Commissioner Turner was asked to- 
day if he would take action under the Mayor’s 
order, and replied that he would. hen 
asked the cause of complaint he said: ‘‘There 


have been a at many complaints 
about the gas. t should be l4-candie¢ 
power, but it has not recently’ been 


tested, as our inspector hasn't the necess 
apparatus down there. When last tested it 
was about 12-candle power. The complaints 
latterly have been principaljy about the 
lanterns which are not keptclean. I think as 
far as the gas is concerned it is probably 
owing to the fact that there is not enough 
pressure. 

Mayor Francis considers that the company 
has been fairly warned and willtake prempt 
action against the company for any further 
default on its contract. 


Why They Opposed It. 


Several delegates, who failed to defeat the 
ordinance for the extension of the Water- 
works yesterday by remaining away from the 


session, visited the City Hall to explain why 
they were not present when the biil was con- 
sidered in the Committee of the Whole, Tue 
officials are wondering what object the Dele- 
ates could have had in  defeat- 
ng a Dill of this character. Some 
are charitable enough to believe that the 
opposition was simply the outgrowth of a

THE HIGHFLYER, 


Conflicting Statements of the Bark's and 
Steamer’s Officers. 


HALIFAX, Nova Seotia, August31.—Some mys- 
terysurrounds the case ofthe German bark 
Highflyer, towed into port early yesterday 
morning by the steamer Richmond Hill. Both 
ships encountered Friday’s hurricane.The bark 
was so badly damaged that the crew refused to 
do duty, and signaled the Richmond Hill,from 
New York for London with cattle. The Ger- 
mans allege thatthe officers of the steamer 
refused to take their vessel in tow, and would 
only consent to take off the crew. The cap- 
tain thereupon decided to abandon his vessel 
and set her on fire to prevent further acci- 
dents. When the steamer’s crew saw this 
they rushed on board the bark and extin- 
— the flames, but again refused to take 

er in tow. The Germans then again fired 


their vessel in three places, and 
the flames were again extinguished 
Finally, all the 


74 the steamer’s crew. 
officers of the bark were transferred to the 
steamer, whereupon Capt. Hyde of the 
steamer placed a prize crew on board and 
took her in tow and bore up for Halifax, The 
officers of the steamer intimate that the bark 
was heavily itosured and that the Germans 
fired her to get the insurance. The bark’s 
officers on the other hand, say they only fired 
her to prevent collisions with other vesseis, and 
that theaim ofthe officers of the Richmond 
Hill from the first was to get the bark’s crew 
on board the steamer and then pick up the 
abandoned bark as a prize, the steamer 
making much more out of the prize-ship than 
they would out of towage. The Highflyer has 
a cargo of over five thousand barrels of oil, 
The vessel and cargo are worth $50,000, both 
heavily insured. The Highflyer was libelled 
to-day for §25,000.

An Order of Arrest Issued by Judge Dono 
hue Against the Brothers. 


New York, August 81.—Yesterday Judgs 
Donohue signed an order of arrest for Albert 
Netter, ina suit against him and his brother 
to recover $28,918.77 and interest from Decem- 
ber 26, 1877. Tho claim foots up about $45,000. 
Ball was fixed at $30,000. Netter was practical- 
ly arrested yesterday afternoon, but appears 
to have been left over night in the hands 
of some one connected with the Sheriff's 


office, presumably to search for ball. Netter’s 
counsel, ex-Gov. Hoadly, agreed to be re- 
sponsible for the production of bis client to- 

ay. The action against Netter is brought by 
the members of the firm of Davis & Freeman, 
which has been succeeded by F. P. Freeman 

Co. The order of arrest was procured upon 
the allegation that the Netters obtained the 
money by false and fraudulent repre- 
sentations. The case for the plaintiffs, which 
bas been prepared by John R. Dospassos, 
sets forth shat the firm of Netter & Co. repre- 
sented to Davis & Freeman, as, in fact, they 
did to a good er other people who bor- 
rowed money of them, that they were en- 
gaged in loaning * sums of money for in- 
stitutions and wealthy individuals, which and 
who were willing to accept a lower rate 
of interest than ruling upon condition 
tbat the collateral should be first-olass, 
and that the margin between the 
amount advanced ou the securities 
and the market price should be wide. In this 
way Netter & Oo, obtained possession of a 
large amount of securities, which they were 
able to re-hypothecate for much more money 
than they had advanced upon them, They 
pocketed the difference, and when detected 
they absconded. 


Asa matter of fact, they were not acting as 


brokers for any institution or wealthy indl- 
viduals. Upon the representations referred 
to, however, Messrs. Davis & Freeman 
borrowed $300,000 of Netter & Co. upon Ipledge 
of $350, first mortgage bonds of the New 
York Central & Hudson River Rallroad Com-

CHICAGO’S GRUNT. 


Her Big Hog Trade Captured by Omaha 
and Boston. 


CuHIcaGo, Hl., August 31.—The Tribune this 
morning, in an article on railway discrimina- 
tion, says: ‘‘Owing to the unjust discrimina- 
tion of the railways over 500,000 hogs have 
been diverted from Chicago since March 
1, Omaha, which, during the year 
preceding, and from March 1 to Au- 
gust 2, 1886, slaughtered only 30,000 


hogs, has taken 42,000 of the animals, and 
Kansas Oity 100,000 away from Chicago, dur- 
ing the last six months. This is due tothe 
fact that the railways in combination have 
— — 50 per cent more for shipping the 
live hogs from Omaha to Chicago than for 
the dressed animals. The next discrimina- 
tion is in favor of Boston and Omaha, as 
against Chicago. Tne difference between 
the price of 1 hog in Chicago 
and Omaha is 10 cents er 100 
pounds in favor of the latter city. et with 
this difference the Boston packers purchase 
the live hogs in Omaha and ship them around 
Chicago to Boston for less money than they 
can purchase them here and transport them 
to Boston. The difference is not in the price 
of the hog, but in the discriminating freight 
rate. The Bostop packers are the most 
recent and rivals of the 
Chicago fraternity. They ship cattle and 
— alive to Boston, and manage to get a 
freight rate so low that they can dress their 
product on the Atlantic coast and compete 
with the Western dressed beef companies. 
The rates charged by the railroads on — 
meats have always been unjust and unreason- 
able, but the rate exacted on the plea of the 
interstate law is 20 per cent higher than for 
several years and 30 r cent higher than 
even reasonable profits the roads demand. 

The dressed meat companies erect and main- 
tain their own stations along the railroads for 
the care of their property, pay tor them, own 
ice and employes to handle it, and often own 
their cars. Still the railways, with no care to 
exert, charge 65 cents r hundred to New 
York or Boston; 68 cents to Philadelphia, and 
62 cents to Baltimore. Their charge for re- 
frigerator cars,which they have to maintain and 
supply with ice, is only 30 cents per 100 pounds. 
This is a direct discrimination against Chi- 
cago and the West, for it diverts a vast 
amount of this business from this point to the 
East, whose cattlemen can ship the live 
animal as cheap or cheaper to the Atlanticand 
dress the meat there for the same or less 
money. The point is how can the railways, 
under the interstate law, Ciscriminate against 
the refrigerator car carrying dressed beef as 
ageless the refrigerator car carrying meat pro- 
visions.

THE TEXAS & ST. LOUIS’ DEBTS. 


The Dicker to Clear Off an Old Judgment 
Against the Road. 


„The alleged compromise of the judgment 
of the Cleveland Rolling-mills against the 
old Texas 4 St. Louis Railroad, men- 
tioned yesterday by a morning paper, 
said a gentieman who is thoroughly 
familar with thesuit, ‘‘is not a compromise at 
all. The mills obtained a judgment for about 
$79,000 against the old road, but it was 
not a lien on the road, and when 
it went into the hands ofa receiver and was 
sold the judgment was not satisfied. The 
judgment was on account of steel rails 
furnished, concerning the price of which 
there was a dispute. There was some 
talk a holding the stockholders liable, but 
nothing was done in that matter, and 
neither the road nor the stockholders 
are interested in the matter at all. It is 
simply this. Some of the gentiemen inter- 
ested in the prope thought it would 
be better to have the jadgment out of the way, 
so they began a dicker with the holders of it 
to purchase it. Tiere is no liability about it, 
but ie purely a private matter between the 
gentlemen and the holders of the judgment.“ 
Itis said, however, that the gentlemen do- 
ing the dickering are on the reorganization 
committee and. are clearing up all the old 
debts that are over-hanging the road. The 
dickers is not concluded but is expected to be 
soon. 


GRAVEYARD INSURANCE, 


The §tate of Indiana Overrun With the 
Swindling Concerns. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., August 31.—The grave- 
yard insurance companies which were driven 
out of Michigan by the law passed last winter, 
have found asecure lodgement inthis State 
and have already begun to cause trouble, the 
Auditor ofthe State being daily in receipt of 
letters concerning their methods. They have 
filed the necessary articles of incorporation 
and made the statements required under the 
law. and this, in the present condition of 
legislation in this State appears to 
de all that fis required. The report of the 
American Mutual of Elkhart shows that 607 
persons have been insured, and more than 
one-half of these are over 70 years of ae. 
Thirty-eight persons thus insured are 8t years 
old, or over that age. The report further 
shows that a large number of poiicies have 
matured, but on none of them was the full 
amount paid. One woman writes to the 
Auditor and compiains of the swindling com- 
panies, saying that she paid in about and 
when the policy matured she received but $70 
instead of $1,000. From reports received at 
the Auditors office it is Plain that a large 
number of people are being victimized by the 
companies.

The United States Express Company Secures 
the Plant for $2,500,000. 


New YORK, August 31.—The following of- 
ficial announcement was made to-day by the 
president of the United States Express Com- 


pany: . 
The plant and franchise and business of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Express has been sold to 
the United States Express Company for 
a period of thirty years. The sale was 
made directly by the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 


road Company, no other parties being recog- 
nized. The agreemént was consummated last 
week and we take possession to-morrow. The 
negotiations for the sale have been pending 
about a month, having begun with President 
Garrett before his departure for Europe. 

It is stated on Wall street that the price paid

The President of the United States Ex- 
ress denies the correctness of the figures, 
ut declines to state the terms on which the 
property was purchased, saying that the mat- 
ter is private. No change will be made in the 
management or name of the company.

He says that betting 
and gambling on base ball has always been 
most pernicious to the sport, and that if it be 
continued at the present rate in this city 
the ultimate ruin ef the game here is certain. 
Mr. Von der Ahe draws a line of distinction be- 
tween betting on base bali and betting on turf 
events. ‘‘Betting,’’ says he, is the life of 
horse racing and it is the death of base ball. 
Take the pools and the books away and you 


kill the turf. Supply them and you 
kill base dall. The root of the 
evil exists in the fact that it kills 


and diminishes the attendances at the game, 
and the attendance is the life of the game. 
Never yet in the history of base ball has bet- 
ting been fostered without its being followed 
by ruin. Besides the l-rooms are patron- 
ized by a class of people who, if they had no 
lace to spend, or rather throw away, 
heir money, would come out to see 
the game and take an interest in it too.

A MODERN DON JUAN, 


Clinton Williams Arrested at Baltimore for 
Having Five Wives. 


BALTIMORE, August 81.—Clinton Williams, a 
fine-looking man, told a story yesterday of 
matrimonial adventures in the Police Court 
that rivaled the tale of Don Juan. Louise 
Keyser, whom he married in September, 1884, 
and Nellie Hewitt, to whom he was united on 
July 25 last, appeared against him, and he 
was committed to jail. Williams is about 30 


years old. When a young man he ran 
away from home in Washington and enlisted 
asamusician in the United States cavalry. 
He went to Arizona, deserted, was captured 
and sentenced to six years of hard labor in 
the military prison at San Francisco. While 
in prison there he meta young * and suc- 
ceeded in making her wife No. 1. His father 
hearing of his imprisonment went to San 
Francisco and succeeded in freeing his son on 
the plea that he was under age when he en- 
listed. After Clinton was released, he and his 
wife came East to Fort Wayne, where he en- 
listed asa musician in Company A, First In- 
fantry. He got into trouble with an officer 
struck him over the head, and was sentence 
to six months in the House of Correction,and a 
dishonorable discharge. After serving out his 
term he came to Baltimore, where he married 
Louise Keyser. After remaining hve weeks 
with her, he enlisted at Fort McHenry in 
November, 1884, and in June, 1885, started 
with his regimentfor Jackson Barracks, New 
Orleans. In that city he married a woman 
named Lena Morse, who was wife No. 3. His 
next adventure was a duel with a private 
soldier, and both were dishonorably dis- 
charged. After a short time he went to 
Philadelphia and started a bar-room. 
Here he was united to a fourth 
wife. Williams then tried gambling 
but losing all his money, deserted his wife and 
came to Baltimore. Again he enlisted in the 
cavairy under an assumed name. His regi- 
ment was ordered to St. Louis and from there 
to Fort Leavenworth. At the latter place he 
ot into a fight witha guard and killed him. 
ie was sentenced to prison—a military prison 
but was freed on the plea of insgnity. He 
came back to Baltimore on July last, and 
made Nellie Hewitt his wife, No. 5. Williams 
is perfectly sane, and it is not likely that he 
ever was crazy.

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RANDALL’S FIGHT. 


The Struggling Democratic Factions Assem- 
bled at Allentown, Pa. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., August 31.—Oongressman 
Samuel J. Randall has suffered many a day 
from the gout, but he moved about the cor- 
ridors of the Hotel Allen all day long yester- 
day with the agility of a foot-ball player. Men 
who have known him for many years say he 
has never been so persistent in his efforts to 
win a fight as he was yesterday, and last night 
found him importuning delegates like a ward 
politician. In a nutshell, the fight is this: 
Mr. Randall wants the Democratic State Con- 
vention, which meets here, to indorse the 
Chicago platform of 1884, when the President 
was nominated,and the opposition favor tariff 
reform. The amusing feature about the fignt 
is that both sides claim that their platform 
corresponds with the views of the President,so 
he will be indorsed without a ripple of dissat- 
isfaction. At one time last evening a rumor 
prevailed that the leaders of both sides had 
agreed ona compromise, and the Post-Dis- 
PATCH correspondent immediately sought Mr. 
Randall. The veteran Congressman replied: 

‘‘Iknow of no compromise. WhatI want 
them to do is to straighten the Democratic 


party.’’ 
So far as relates to the Committee on Reso- 


Intions, both sides are claiming everything. 
All ot the prominent politicians and Federal 
office-holders in Pennsylvania are here. Con- 
gressman Randall is assisted by ex-Gov. 
Curtin, Dallas Sanders, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee; Robert A. 8. 
Patterson, chairman of the Philadelphia 
City Committee, W. N. Hensel and others. 
Randall has the benefit of the State organiza- 
tion, but he has a big crowd of astute politi- 
cians to battle with. With the leaders of the 
opposition are Col. Wm. Singerly, proprietor 
of the Philadelphia Record, and Congressman 
W. L. Scott of Erie, who is a close personal 
friend of President Cleveland. These men are 
assisted by ex-Attorney-General Cassidy, 
ex-Secretary of the Commonwealth Stanger, 
young William Wallace, son of ex-United 


States Senator Wm. Wallace, and Samuel 
Joseph, the well-known politician of Phila- 
delphia. Josepb had always been a stanch 
friend of Randall tili the United States Mar- 
shal for Eastern Pennsylvania was appointed. 
Joseph was an unsuccessful candidate for the 
office, and he 
ACCUSED RANDALL OF INSINCERITY. 

Now he is arrayed against him. Although it 
is clalmed that either of the proposed plat- 
forms would meet with the views of the Presi. 
dent, it is a significant fact that ail the Fed- 
eral office-holders are using their influence in 
favor of the tariff reform movement. The 
civil-service order ofthe President is disre- 

arded with impunity, as though the office- 

olders were of the opinion that the President 
is really in favor of the movement inaugu- 
rated by Randall’s opposers, and that he 
will take care of them. About mid- 
night a canvass of the situation was 
made by the leaders and the fact revealed 
itself that Mr. Randall was ahead in the fight, 
that is to say, a majority of the Committee on 
Resolutions are his supporters. The tariff re- 
form leaders concede Randall a victory as re- 
lates tothe Committee on Resolutions, but 
they are confident that they can overthrow 
the work of the committee on the floor of the 
convention. An attempt of this cbaracter 
will cause the bitterest fight in the annals of 
Pennsyivania politics. Postmaster Harrity of 
Philadelphia. is not here, and the Philadeiphja 
followers of Randall are exceeding! dis- 
gruntled because of his absence. Mr. ndall 
says that the convention will not only reaffirm 
the Chicago platform, but also that of the last 
State convention. He says he has heard no 
proposition to tack on the Chicago tariff enun- 
clation the few sentences from Cleveland’s 
message which the Singerly party desired to 
make the backbone of the plank for the con- 
vention. The young Democratic battalion of 
Philadelphia will offer a platform, in which 
the following appears: 
We endorse the opinion of President Cleve- 
land in his message: ‘I recommend that the 
increasing and unnecessary surplus of nation- 
alrevenue annually accumulated be released 
to the people by amendment to our revenue 
laws, which shall cheapen the price of neces- 
saries of living, and give freer entrance to 
such imported materials as by American labor 
may be manufactured into marketable com- 
modities.’’’
